the Count de Gotter Grand Marfhal of his Pruffian Ma- 
jefty’s Court arriv’d here from Berlin, with a Gentle- 
man of the War-office, and on the 18th he had a pri- 
vate Audience of the Great Duke, with whom he con- 
ferr’d above an Hour, as he did next Day with our 
Minifters ; and that Evening the Perfon from the War- 
Office was difpatch’d to Silefia, to acquaint the King 
his Mafter in what Temper he found the Great Duke 
and the Queen’s Minifters. The Count de Gotter is 
fince gone as we are aflur’d to Baden, fix Leagues from 


hence, with a Defign to be here again as foon as the 


War-Office Gentleman returns from Silefia. There is 
no talking yet with any Certainty of what Meafures the 
Court is taking on account of the Enterprize of the Pruf- 
fians, of which we don't yet know what the Court 
thinks. Mean time it occafions a great Confternation 
in Silefia, where the General Wenceflaus Wallis, who 
commands at Great Glogaw, has fent away his Count- 
efs for Breflaw, and all the Tribunals of the Province 
are fhut up, and feveral Perfons of Diftinétion are retir’d 
from the Frontiers farther into the Country. That Af- 


for that Country have Orders to haften their March, 
and for greater Expedition, Waggons are order'd upon 
the Road for the Ufe of the Infantry. "Tis not doubted 
but thefe will foon be follow’d too by others, and for 
this purpofe feveral Regiments are fent for from Hun- 
gary. All thefe Forces are to be commanded by the 
Count de Neuperg, who was to fet out Yefterday for 
thofe Parts ; but we hear that he is order’d to flay here 
till the Return of a Courier, fent to the King of Pruffia, 
who "tis faid carries a Declaration from the Queen of 
Hungary, propofing to enter into a Negociation with re- 

rd to his Pretenfions in Silefia, on condition never- 
thelefs that his Pruffian Majefty firft withdraw his Forces 
from that Province. 

Breflaw, Dec. 22. N.S. The Regency and Council of 
Silefia have publifh’d a Declaration, dated the 18th In- 
ftant, upon the News of the Entrance of the Pruffian 
Troops into this Duchy, importing in Subftance ; 
‘* That they are very much furpris’d at their Entrance, 
not knowing that the Queen of Hungary, much lefs 
the States of the Duchy have given the leaft Occafion for 
it : That his Pruffian Majefty’s Preparations for fome 
time paft, having given them Occafion to inquire into 
the Defign thereof, they receiv’d fuch ftrong Affurances 
of his Intention to live ina perfect good Underltand- 
ing with her Majefty, that there was no Room for 
thinking that his Pruflian Majefty would attempt to 
fend his Troops into this Duchy, contrary to the Law 
of Nature and Nations, and to the Prejudice of the 
Conftitutions of the Empire and of the Golden Bull : 
That the Regency has neglected nothing to prefervea 
Friendfhip and good Neighbourhood with the King of 
Pruffia; which the Marquis de Botta, who was tent 
from Vienna to Berlin had the neceflary Inftructions 
for cultivating in fuch a way as might not prejudice the 
Rights of the Queen : That the King of Prutlia cannot 
form any Pretenfions upon Silefia, which have not been 
abolifh’d by the moft folemn Treaties ; and that upon 
the Offer he made of his Troops to the Queen, her 
Majefty fent Orders to the Marquis de Botta to declare, 
that fhe did not mean that the Pruffian Troops fhould 
enter into Silefia, as long as fhe did not want their 
Affiftance : That the Queen, as her Affairs then ftood, 
never expected that the King of Pruflia would enter 
into her Dominions with an armed Force, after the Af- 
furances of Friendfhip and good Underftanding which 
fhe receiv’d from that Prince, at the very time too that 
he was actually employ’d in thofe Preparations which 
he now makes ufe of to difturb the Peace of the Em- 
pire, in prejudice of the Treaties of Peace and Coniti- 
tutions contain’d in the Golden Bull, which exprefsly 
forbids the Entrance into a State with an armed Force, 
without previoufly communicating the Reafons for it 
to the Sovereign : That when the Queen firit heard the 
King of Pruflia’s Military Preparations were defign’d 
againft Silefia, fhe had fuch an Opinion of his Pruffian 
Majefty’s good Intentions that fhe could not credit it : 
That being inform’d of the Report that the was ‘agreed 
upon this Matter with the Prince, and confidering that 
a Report of fuch a Nature is as prejudicial to her Ho- 
nour, as to the ey of her Hereditary Kingdoms 
and Dominions, befides the difadvantageous Sufpicions 
it muft occafion both in her own and Foreign Countries, 
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fair is become fo ferious, that fifteen Regiments defign’d. 
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| her Majefty fent Orders to the , that as foon as 
the Pruflian Troops were enter’d into this Duchy, upon 
any Pretence whatfoever, the R fhould caufe 
this Declaration to be publifh’d : That moreover as the 
Queen is perfuaded that the King of Pruffia has been 
determin’d to this Proceeding by the Advice of Perfons 
who are fet upon Mifchief, the hopes from that Prince’s 
Equity that he will not refufe to withdraw them ; and 
that in cafe he does not comply, the declares to her 
own Subjects, and to thofe of Foreign Powers who have 
any Mortgage upon Silefia, that fhe does not mean to 
be anfwerable for the fatal Confequences that may refult 
from it; protefting before God, before all the States of 
the Empire, and before all Chriftendom, that it never 
was her Intention to connive at the introducing of any 
Innovations in the Duchy of Silefia.” 

Francfort, Dec. 28. N.S. Nothing occafions more 
Inquiry here, than the March of the Pruaffian Troops 
to Silefia, which "tis faid are fhortly to be conii- 
derably augmented; and we are affur'd that it gives 
more and more Uneafinefs to the Court of Vienna. 
Various are the Sentiments and Arguments upon the 
King of Pruffia’s Defigns. Some faid they were to ai- 
fift the Queen of Hungary in cafe of Need ; others 
that the King of Pruffia’s View was to recover a Mil- 
lion of Rixdollars which Poland owes to his Maijefty 
upon the City of Elbing : Some have pretended there's 
a Myftery in this Affair, which nothing but Time will 
unravel. Several People give out that the Court of 
Vienna is to fend another Minifter to that of Berlin, 
becaufe the Marquis de Botta could not be admitted to 
an Audience of the King of Pruffia. In fine, there are 
Advices from Vienna which fay, that immediately after 
the Arrival of two Exprefles from Berlin on the 15th 
and 46th, his Pruffian Majefty’s Minifter had an Au- 
dience which he defir’d of the Queen of Hungary, and 
declar’d to her, that his Mafter’s Troops were only de- 
fign’d to curb the Infolence of the Poles, who com- 
mitted great Diforders on the Frontiers: But all this 
does not fatisfy the Doubts of the Publick, and the Re- 
gency of Silefia has fent to the Court of Vienna for 

nftruétions, whether they are to treat the Pruflians a3 
Friends or Enemies. 

Berlin, Dec.27. N.S. The Report that the Pruffians 
had taken Pofleifion of Great Glogaw is groundlefs ; 
the Generals that command there having oblig’d all the 
able-bodied Burghers to bear Arms, and caus’d two 
Gibbets to be fet up in the Market-place, on which 
they threaten to hang all who fhall refufe to act in de- 
fence of the City. They have oblig’d the very Jews 
fettled there to work upon the Fortifications, turn’d the 
Jefuits Church into a Magazine, and fet fire to three 
Water-mills, a Windmill, and three Inns in the Sub- 
urbs of the City. They have alfo refolv’d as foon as 
the King’s Troops come near the Place to pull down ‘a 
Part of the Cathedral, for erecting a Battery. ‘The 
Marquis de Botta fets out to-morrow for Petersburgh, 
with a Commiffion from the Queen of Hungary relaung 
to the Entrance of the Pruflian Troops into Silefia. 

Hague, Jan. io. N.S. The States General have ap- 
pointed the 8th of February next to be obferv'd as a 
General Day of Fafting and Prayer throughout the 
United Provinces. By all Accounts from Italy, Ger- 
many, and France, the Inundations and Storms have 
not been much lefs dreadful in thofe Countries than in 
this.

On Thurfday Evening arrived the Briftol Merchant, 
‘Capt. Chabb, from Jamaica, after eleven Weeks Paf- 
fage ; fhe came thro’ the Windward Paflage with four 
Sail for. this Port, feveral for North America, and feve- 
ral for London; the Catherine, Curtis ; Sherley, Thom- 
al Batchelor, Moore; Ann, a large black Ship ; 

yndham, Atkinfon, in a Snow, bemg a Spanifh 
Prize, fuppofed to be taken by Capt. Colt ; , 
McParland; a Scotch Pink, and two more, Names 
and Captains unknown. 

Capt. Hinlock, a Spanith Prize, put back having 
prong a Leak: all the above for London fail’d under 

nvoy of the Falmouth, Capt. Douglas, who left them 
at Crooked Ifland well through the Paflage, and then 
return’d to Jamaica. Off Watlings Ifland they all parted 
in a hard Gale of Wind about fix Weeks ago. . 

The Account Capt. Chubb gives of publick Affairs 1s 
as follows: Between Jamaica and Donna Maria Bay the 
Fleet parted, and were fourteen Days in beating up to 
the Harbour, where Capt. Douglas ftopp’d twelve Days 
to get the Ships together, to be furnifh’d with Water; 
in that time came a Brigantine, difpatch’d from Jamaica 
by Governor Trelawney in queft of Admiral Vernon, 
who brought Intelligence that the Ferrol Squadron, con- 
filing of 16 Ships, were arriv’d at Carthagena, and 
that his Majefty’s Ship the Worcefter had brought in a 
Tender on the Ferrol Squadron laden with Gunpowder 
and other Ammunition; and that his Majefty’s Ships 
the Princefs Louifa and Hampton Court, who were 
cruizing off Carthagena, did arrive at Donna Maria Bay, 
after fome fhort Engagement with a Ship or Ships of the 
Ferrol Squadron. 

Capt. Chubb fays farther, that Capt. Stokes of the 
Worfley, one of the Ships bound to Briftol, fell in with 
4 Men of War from New-York, and 2 from Virginia, 
having under Convoy the Tranfports and [Forces trom 
America, a little to the Southward of the Navifla, 
where Admiral Vernon cruifing with 6 Ships, z Fire- 
fhips, anda Tender, were likewife met with. 


Extra& of a Letter from Jamaica, dated O8. 15. 


Two Days ago arrived the Squirrel Man of War, 
and Auftria Storefhip, from New York: They brought 
100 Marines raifed there, and the re(t were to imbark 
the Day after for the Capes of Virginia, in order to 
join thofe raifed there, and are expected here in a little 
Time. The fame Day the Norwich brought in a large 
Man of War French Snow, bound from France to Cape 
Francois. She refus'd to fend her Boat aboard, and 
fir'd into the Norwich. The Captain of her gives us 
fome bad News, but we hope without Foundation ; 
he fays the Spaniards have 6 or 7 Ships of the Line at 
Porto Rico, to intercept the Tranfports under Lord 
Cathcart. 

Admiral Vernon failed about a Fortnight ago with 
200 of the Independent Companies, and 300 Negroes 
raifed on this Ifland. He was feen off Hifpaniola, in 
order, as "tis thought, to join Lord Cathcart. 

A Privateer Sloop from New-York, cruifing off Car- 
thagena, had taken three Dutch Sloops fitted out of 
Curafoe, loaded with Cordage and Provifions for Car- 
thagena.

Ninth Year of bis prefent Majefty's Reign. 

The faid Commiffioners do further give Notice, That 
purfuant to a Provifion made in the fame AG, If any of 
the faid Offender or Offenders {ball within Three Months 
after fuch bis, ber, or their Offence committed, and before 
bis, ber, or their Convittion, difcover Two or more of bis, 
ber, or their /ccomplices therein, to. the Commiffioners of 
the Cuftoms or Excife vefpeHtively, fo as they, or Two of 
them at leafi be Convited of fuch Offence, the Offender or 
Offenders fo d:[:.vering will be entitled to the Sum 
Fifty Pownds jer every fuch Offender fo difcovered and 
convitted, as a Reward for Juch his, ber, or their Difco- 
very ; and every {uch Perfon fo difcovering will be clearly 
acquitted and difcharged of fuch his, her, or their Offence. 

And asa farther Encouragement for difcourring and 
apprebending the faid Offenders, the {aid Commiffidmers do 
hereby promife a further Reward of Fifty Pounds to [uch 
Perfon or Perfons who fball difcover and apprebend amy of the 
faid Offenders to be paid upon their Convittion, except 
the Perfon who aétually killed the faid Car\well.
